Collateral of $6 for traffic viola- 
tions was ordered. Tuesday night by 
Recorder Murphy M. Holloway, of the 
second division of police court, after 
four persons had forfeited $2 collater- 
al, posted the preceding day.

Whereas, indeed, our slang achieves 
a kind of dead level of mediocrity, 
American slang is either lively or 
else so utterly banal as to be almost 
nareotic in its effect. The use of the 
word “cute” may be taken as a fair 
example of the dreary kind; its use, 
in my honest opinion, deserves the 
infliction of a considerable fine on 
every occasion. We hear, unfortunate- 
ly, a parallel in Kngland in the use 
of the word “divine,” which is fav- 
ored almost exclusively by young 
women. : 

National Characteristic. 

American slang is doubly interest- 
ing because it, with skyscrapers, pro- 
hibition, and the use of billboards in 
order to deface an otherwise beautiful 
countryside, is one of the few nation- 
al characteristic things about the na- 
tion. In various forms it will be 
heard in every situation of society, 
and in every walk of life; the judge 


toil as we may, nd 15 words in’ the 
‘English language will imply - what 


those two syllables tell so pungently 
and well, talk we never so glibly of 
sycophants and the like. 

In the same class, too, though I 
look to its speedy appreciation in Eng- 
land, is the expression “high-hat.” 
Curled lips and elevated noses go by 
the board before such a complete ex- 
ample of the American genius for de- 
scribing the indescribable. Incidental- 
ly, having just received an invitation 
to a “brawl,” let me here convey some 
appreciation of the aptness of the 
word, which has a more limited and 
lesg pleasant implication in my coun- 


try. 
Bizarre Idioms. 
Of the bizarre in American slang 
there is no end. Not easily shall I 


forget my bewilderment at hearing 


a passer-by in the street announce to 
a friend that he had “dated up a 
couple of janes.” When I discovered 
its meaning, I realized that it was a 
satisfactory method of describing 
ina was, I hope, a satisfactory af- 
air. 

I hope it will go on. It is possible 
to reconcile a love of good English 
with an appreciation of -slang, al- 
ways provided that such does not 
trespass into the domain of the other. 
It would be a terrible thing if you 
ceased to devise slang—only one whit 
less terrible than if good English, 
upon proper occasions, became entire 
ly sug planted.

Mexico Disagrees. 

“In answer Mexico, of course, did 
not deny the statement made by Mr. 
Evarts, but expressed her disagree- 
ment to the fact that American troops 
had a right to enter Mexican terri- 
tory without the consent of our gov- 
ernment and insisted on the conven- 
tion proposed and finally accepted to 
permit reciprocally the passing of 
troops under the only conditions given 
to General Ord be revoked.” 

Saenz repeats the stock denial that 
any American properties in Mexico 
“legitimately acquired will be con- 
fiscated.” 

“Mexico,” he continues, “has invited 
the United States to point out cases 
in. which such violation may have 
been incurred, promising to administer 
full justice in each case. Mexico firm- 
ly believes that nothing more can be 
asked from her, 

“Mexico has entered with several na- 
tions, among them the United States, 
into formal agreements to the end that 
mixed commissions settle the claims 
against Mexico submitted by their 1e- 
spective nationals. The Mexican- 
American commission created under 
the general claims convention conclud- 
ed between both countries, is already 
operating in Washington and this com- 
mission may be resorted to by any 
American citizen who considers him- 
self entitled to do so.”

JANUARY 12. 

In 1919 on this date the delegates 
of the nations that had engaged in 
the great world war held their pre- 
jliminary meeting in Paris to arrange 
ifor making the treaty of peace. 

The occasion was historically sig- 
nalized by the presence of the presi- 
dent of the United States as one of 
this nation’s delegates. It was un- 
precedented in modern diplomacy to 
see the chief of a nation at a peace 
conference board, but President Wil- 
son had his own notions about the 
propriety of that appearance. He 
held that as president of this repub- 
lic he was personally charged by the 
constitution with this government's 
relations with all other nations. 

He had formulated and announced 
the “Fourteen Points” that he_ be- 
lieved should he covered into what- 
ever treaty was to he made as the 
official finale of the world war. 
Those points had heen accepied in 
principle by the allied powers with 
which the United States had _ been 
associated and had been fully aceept- 
el by the central powers, composed 
of Germany and Austria. 

Although there was strong protest, 
in and out of congress, against Pres- 
ident Wilson going to Paris for 
treaty-making, he ignored, them and 
went there with a quartet of chosen 
associates. He was convinced that 
he could personally explain his views 
and influence their favorable consid- 
eration better than any body of dele- 
gates that he might send over. 


| 


He was received in Europe with | 


tremendous acclaim and no man in 
all history stood upon so high a peak 
of world-wide confidence as he did 
in that day. He was “the hope of 
mankind.” 

But when the work of the peace 
conference got under way President 
Wilson found himself enmeshed among 
a formidable congeries of those old 
world diplomats who knew every 
angle of international interests and 
who were as shrewd as they were 
unscrupulous. ; 

In fact, they euchred our’ great 
altruist out of his just and humane 
ideas and finally forced Germany to 
“sign on the dotted line’ a_ treaty 
ignored almost every principle 
,for which Wilson had contended. He

Don’t you think that Saint Paul 
was very much of a changeling? 

He began,as a Jew, boasted his 

Roman citizenship; . became a 

Pharisee, was converted to Chris- 

lianity, deserted the East for the 

West, and boxe@ his compass to 

nearly every quarter of the. wind. 

True enough, these were a few of 

his varied phases, and those of his 
heart and mind were more numerous 
still. He entered into them all with 
characteristic intensity. An Israelite 
of the Israelites, hé kept an open 
mind for Hellenistic ideas; a passion- 
ate Jew, he was equally proud of his 
Roman citizenship. 

He relied on rabbinical logic while 
transformed by a vision of his crusi- 
fied Lord. The churches he establish- 
ed in Asia Minor fell into decay. But 
he built the church at large as no 
other Apostle built it. 

Accused in his lifetime of not he- 
longing to the inner cricle of our 
Lord’s followers, he is now hailed as 
the actual founder of Western Chris- 
tianity. For centuries after his death 
his theology was more or less in abey- 
ance until Saint Augustine revived it. 
after which it subsided again — until 
Thomas Bradinardine renewed it in the 
early fourteenth century. 

Once more Paulinism was neglected 
by the mediaevalists only to rise to 
tidal heights of power in the reforma- 
tion of the sixteenth century. Since 
this event it has been interpreted by 
master spirits in every succeeding age. 
Any man who loves infinite variety 
can find it in Saint Paul. There is 
nothing static, prosaic, dull or con- 
ventional about him. Nor is he al- 
ways consistent except in his devo- 
tion to his Lord and to the whole 
human race. As I have said before, 
he was the greatest -and most many- 
sided and gifted man who followed 


‘Christ and advanced His Cross from 


Jerusalem to Rome and the regions 


beyond.

Our administrations 
have acted upon that demand without 
variance and usually secured protec- 
tion or reparations without resort to

A New Issue Arises. 

Today, in the ease with Mexico, a 
new issue has arisen that has in its 
bosom a large stick of dynamite. 

It involves the whole question of a 
nation’s. sovereignty. The principle 
at stake is one as vital to the United 
States as it is to Mexico, or any other 
nation. 

In 1917 the people of Mexico adopt- 
ed a national constitution. In it they 
embodied provisions dealing with prop- 
erty rights. Among them was one for 
the expropriation by the nation of cer- 
tain mineral-bearing lands, includmg 
oil-producing areas. Those in posses- 
sion of such lands were not to hold in- 
— titles to them, but were to 

protected in their rights of ex- 
ploitation by state leases for 50 years, 
with a renewal right for 30 years 
more. ‘The only requirement was &a 
registration of acquiescence. ie 

It is a recognized principle in civil- 
ized society that government creates 
property rights.. A deed or grant from 
government determines primary own- 
ership. Mexico claims the sovereign 
right to declare, or to defease on just 
terms, property rights within her 
jurisdiction and insists that no out- 
side power shall determine such ques-

VITAMIN B FOR APPETITE AND 
DIGESTION. 

In our recent straw vote on “indi- 
gestion” in a total of 774 ballots not 
ne vote ~vas cast against lettuce. I 
am happy to report, although several 
voters attributed their ailments to 
cabbage (1 assume they meant cooked 
cabbage, not raw cabbage). 

Lettuce is a relish which one may 


enjoy every day in the year and never | 


tire of it, that is, if one likes lettuce. 
Lettuce is one of the best sources of 
vitamin B. We'll mention in a min- 
ut@ What vitamin B does for us, but 
heré we should add other virtues of 
lettuce. Lettuce runs raw cabbage a 
close second in my estimation, as a 
health food, and here are the data on 
which I base this opinion. 

1. Lettuce is the peer of all fillers, 
having a fuel or nutritive value of 
only 5 calories ‘to the ounce. e 
potato is equivalent to about a peck 
of lettuce in nutritive or fuel value. 

2. Raw lettuce is second only to 
raw cabbage as a naturai cleanser of 
the teeth during mastication.

For two days Landis cross-exam- 
ined these players and a score of oth- 
ers who have since retired from base- 
ball. Risberg, face to face with the 
players he accused, told his story un- 
der oath that Rowland told him the 
Detroit-Chicago Labor day series of 
1917 was “all fixed.” 

Thirty-odd players paraded to the 
witness stand, all denying knowledge 
of the plot. Gandil upheld Risberg’s 
confession and elaborated on the de- 
tails, admitting he was the fixer and 
the collector of the White Sox pool. 


Denied Charges. 


But Bill James, the Detroit pitcher 
with whom Gandil said he made the 


arrangements to throw the series, de- 
nounced Gandil’s assertions as “an 
absolute lie,” and also contradicted 
him on the reason for the payment 
of the $850 Gandil gave him. He 
declared it was a reward to the Tiger 
pitchers for beating Boston, 

Having invited Risberg to make 
publie his charges at an open hear- 
ing. Commissioner Landis now must 
find the accused players guilty of 
throwing the series, or else innocent. 
lf Landis absolves them, as it was 
generally believed tonight he will, an 
iron-clad rule against raising pools 
for an opposing team, for any purpose 
whatever, likely will be promulgated. 
This gift oceurred more than three 
years before Landis took office, and 
baseball followers were of the opinion 
that Landis could do little about it 
at this late date. 

On the other hand, the commission- 
er heard two circumstantial stories 
of the alleged crooked series of 1917, 
and may surprise the baseball. world 
by banishing the 20 players, most of 
whom are now in the twilight of their 
baseball careers. 

The White Sox admitted giving $45 
apiece to a pool for the Tigers and 
the Detroit pitchers admitted receiv- 
ing the money. Bribe, or reward, is 
Landis’ problem, and on the _ heels 
of thig verdict are the appeal of Buck 
Weaver, “Black Sox,’ for reinstate- 
ment, and the demands of Ty Cobb 
and Tris Speaker for a declaration 
on their status. 

For four days the commissioner has 
been studying the testimony, but so 
far he has not called in the baseball 
advisory council which was_ reor- 
ganized at the December joint meet- 
ing to include President Johnson. of 
the American league, and President 
Heydler, of the National league. John- 
son has maintained silence on _ the 
Risberg-Gandil investigation and testi- 
mony but there are indications that 
he may have something to say after 
the commissioner's decision is given 


out at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning.
